THE NINISTRY BELIEVES THE USSR IS LYING, FOREIGN NINISTER

QUOTE THE SWEDISH GOVERNENT WELCOMES ALL EFFORTS

4. (LOU) COMMENT t THE HEARINGS PROBABLY ADDED NOTHING 
NEW TO SWEDISH CONSCIOUSNESS OF THE WALLENBERG CASE, BUT 
PRESS COVERAGE OUTSIDE SWEDEN MAY BOOST INTERNATIONAL 
AWARENESS. BESIDES BUILDING MOMENTUM FOR GOVERNMENTAL 
ACTION THROUGH PUBLIC PRESSURE, INCLUQIG ON THE USB. THE 
SPREAD OF THE WALLENBERG STORY WILL, HIS CHAMPIONS HOPE, 
ELICITE NEW SOURCES ANQ PIECES OF EVIDENCE THAT DISPROVE 
THE SOVIET VERSION OF HIS FATE. DURING A RECEPTION HOSTED 
BY CHARGE FOR THE AMERICAN AND PRINCIPAL SWEDISH ATTENDANTS 
AT THE HARINGS, AND A RECEPTION HE ATTNDED HOSTED BY THE 
ISRAELI AMBASSADOR, SEVERAL OF THE PARTICIPANTS VOICED 
SYMPATHY WITH THE DISSATISFACTION OF THE PRESS CONCERNING 
THE LAXITY OF THE EVIDENTIARY PRESENTATIONS. GIDEON HAUSNER 
(CHAIRMAN OF THE ISRAELI COMMITTEE), LENA 8I0RK-KAPLAN, AND 
SIMON WIESENTHAL TOOK SOME TROUBLE PUBLICLY TO EXPLAIN THE 
DIFFICULT IESOF ACQUIRING I FORMAT I ON ON WALLENBERG, ES- 
PECIALLY FRM INFORMANTS WITH RELATIVES IN THE USSR. OESITE 
THESE EXPLANATIONS AND THE SERIOUS PURPOSE OF THE HEARINGS, 
THEY OCCASIONALLY EVOKED A CARNIVAL ATMOSPHERE. THE PRESEN- 
TATIONAL PROBLEMS STMMEO, IN PART, FROM THE VERY SUCCESS 
OF THE HARINGSl MEDIA ATTENTION WAS LARGER AND BROUGHT 
WRITERS AND REPORTERS OF HIGHER QUALITY THAN THE ORGANI- 
ZERS SEEM TO HAVE ANTICIPATED.

AN ACTIVITY OESIGNEO TO MOBILIZE PUBLIC SENTIMENT WOULD 
HAVE BENEFITED FROM USE OF A PU8LIC RELATIONS PROFESSIONAL. 
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REACTIONS RANGING FROM SATISFACTION TO ELATION. END COMMENT.
